We have read “This Freedom”, Hutchinson’s book which 
purports to show the inequality of man and woman in the 
marriage state—read it with an open mind, with criticisms

whether it is universally liked or condemned. That the style of j 
the telling of* it irritated almost beyond endurance is purely 
personal and, perhaps, should have no mention. We mention 
it with a vague recollection that style did, however, play some 
part, perhaps minor part, in the future that was raised about 
it at publication. 
Hutchinson makes of Occleve the same sort of sublimated 
ass that he did of Mark Sabre in “If Winter Comes”. After'the 
tiresome background he gave Rosalie, tiresome because some­ 
how one cannot escape knowing that it was written for back­ 
ground only and there was too much of it as such, Hutchin­ 
son’s case weakens by the selection of such a woman for the 
experiment he makes—absolute freedom and equality, mater­ 
ial and otherwise, for man and woman who have married. 
Rosalie, we contend, is not typical of the woman who 
would undertake a life based on equality with her husband— 
light unquestioned to go to business, right to go away 
home for a year on business, if necessary, right to leave chil­ 
dren, house and servants in prosecution of business and all 
of the ramifications of business including such social duties as 
would devolve upon woman in business.

Rosa­ 
lie could not be responsive—the very

characterize her children as differing from the children of 
other parents—in arranging the demands on woman in the 
home with the demands of woman in business. 
“This freedom,” to our way of thiking, is not convincing 
in its conclusion that for woman business and the home cannot 
mix. Not that we thus, by negation, contend that they do. Only 
that we feel Hutchinson has failed to make a convincing case 
and his style has all but ruined what otherwise might be an 
interesting brief in his contention.—Exchange.
